K. Reddin, D.J., yesterday, charged with 
unlawful assembly and riotous _be- 
haviour on the occasion of a Blue Shirt meet- 
ing at Old Bawn, Tallaght, on June 8. 

The men, who had been remanded from 
Howth District Court on Monday, were 
again remanded.

Redmond, Geo. Meade, C. Redmond, Robert 
Quinn, Austin McNally, James Joyce, Joseph 
Kelly, Joseph, Walsh, Michael Carroll and 
Michael Dunne, all of whom appeared in 
custody, and Patrick ‘\\olsh and Vincent 
Smith, both of whom ay) cared on bail. 

Mr. Michael Lennoi. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) prosecuted, and Mr. 
Alex Lynn (instructed by Mr. Herman Good 
apyeared for the defendants. 

Guard Thomas Igoe, Tallaght, said that 
he was on duty at Old Bawn Cross with a 
sergeant and six other Guards. He saw 
McNally, one of the accused, with a small 
stick in his hand. George Meade and UC. 
Redmond __ arrived _ shortly afterwards, 
followed by J. Carroll. The three also had 
sticks in their hands. The .two Dunnes 
then came on the scene, but they had no 
sticks. Witness left the Cross and went to 
Muldoon’s Hall, where a Blue Shirt meeting 
was being held. He saw three men cycling 
towards the Cross wearing blue shirts, and 
three motor cars, each containing six or 
seven men dressed in blue shirts, pass in the 
same direction, and also about 50 Blue Shirts 
marching in fours from Muldoon’s towards 
Tallaght. Witness and other Guards fol- 
lowed, At Old Bawn he observed a crowd 
of about 50 people congregated, 


DISORDER. 


The place was in a state of turmoil and 


in front of Kennedy’s public-house. Some of 
the crowd had sticks. He saw the defen- 
dant Quinn walking up and down with a 
stick in his hand. | Kelly and Joseph Walsh 
were in a fighting attitude.

o to the survivor; but on a decision of the 
Ba Court those sums, totalling £15,700, 
went back into the estate He suggested 
that from th; momer. the old man had a 
stroke on December 27, 1930, his senses were 
blotted out. Father Moane found him un- 
able to speak at 5 p.m., and, apart from 
the will now before the Court, there was no 
evidence that he made a single intelligible 
remark from the time he got the ‘‘ stroke ”’ 
until his death on the Monday.; Mr. Austin 
Crean, the solicitor, who went to the house 
with the bank manager and the doctor, had 
not been called to describe the condition in 
which he found the testator ;’but, if the de- 
fendant had wished, the case could have 
been adjourned for Mr. Crean’s attendance. 
The jury could picture the scene in the bed- 
room — Austin Freeley dead” to all in- 
tents and purposes, a habit Leing blessed for 
him on a table close by, and the bank mana- 
ger and the solicitor discussing his affairs as 
if he were already dead. At 8 p.m, they 
had him making a will for Dr. Smyth pur- 
porting to give £20,000 to John Greene, and 
at about one o'clock in the morning they 
had another will, cutting Jonn Greene off 
with a remainder in Carrowreagh and a share 
in a residue, They had the old man giving 
£150 each to Father Owens and Pat Freeley, 
to whom he had given, as he believed, £10, 
and £5,000. Was it not obvious that he did 
not appreciate what he was doing when he 
made the will for Mr. Walsh? He _ sub- 
mitted that the jury should condemn the 
document and allow the estate to be divided 
according to the law among those next-of-kin 
entitled to it. 


“A RED HERRING.” 


Mr. Micks, in reply, said that the only 
suggestion made on behalf of the defendant 
was that this was a wpeless action brought 
by the next-of-kin to waste the estate. There 
was no charge that Mr. Geraid Maguire 
brought it in order to recover his costs. 
Mention of the deposits in the bank 
in joint names was only a red herring in- 
troduced to distract attention from the real 
question at issue. Where experts disagreed, 
more than three years after Austin Freeley’s 
death, about his physical and mental con- 
dition at the time of death, the jury 
should accept the evidence of those who were 
present at the time. All that evidence went 
to prove that he was clear in his mind and 
thoroughly capable of expressing his inten- 
tions in a will. He did that through Mr. 
Walsh, who had always been his solicitor. 
Counsel for the plaintiffs had asked why Mr. 
Austin Crean had not given evidence. The 
reason, as explained by Mr. McNelis, was 
that Mr. Crean was seriously ill in Germany, 
and the suggestion that he had run away 
from this case was discreditable. There was 
not a shred of evidence that the will had 
been procured by John Greene. It was the 
true expression of the old man’s wishes and 
should be admitted to probate. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in the course of his 
charge to the jury, said that it was not sug- 
gested that any fraud was worked on the 
testator by any person in the case. The will 
had been already upheld in previous proceed- 
ings, but ‘e plaintiffs before the Court now 
were not parties to the former action, and 
were not cited and given notice that it was 
pending. They were quite unaffected by the 
result of that action, and it was their right 
to come in under the law and litigate the 
whole matter again. 

After half an si consideration, the jury 
returned to Court, with a finding in favour 
of the defendant on all questions—they found 
that the will had been duly executed, that 
the testator was of sound mind, memory and 
understanding when he made the will, and 
that he understood and approved its con- 
tents. 

Judgment was entered accordingly. 

Mr, Carson applied for costs against the 
plaintiffs. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan declined to grant the 
application, but directed that the plaintiffs 
should abide their own costs.

The world demand for speed has drawn 
from British aircraft factories within the past 
few months new types of civil aircraft, which, 
while reserving the strength, trustworthiness 
and ability to work from small aerodromes 
and over. difficult terrain of their predecessors, 
are faster and more efficient than the com- 
parable machines built abroad. . : 
Recently, in a series of trial flights, the 
world’s fastest four-engined air liner, the 
De Havilland “ Diana,’” which was built 
primarily for work over the extension of the 
Empire airway from Singapore to Brisbane 
and New South Wales, has faceniied the ax- 
ctations of its designers. A similar twin 
gine sonchities the D.H. 89, has proved 
itself nearly as fast and just as efficient. 


HIGHER SPEEDS. 


Details of the design of three more ney 
machines being built to satisfy the demand 
for higher speeds show that all of them are 
in an advanced stage of construction and will 
be flying within the next few months. They 
are expected to attain a maximum level speerl 
of at least 170 miles per hour, and the fastes: 
of the three 1s designed to fly at nearly 200 
m.p.h, The new machines are similar in so 
far as each derives power from two engines. 
Two of them are monoplanes, equipped wit}, 
retractible under-carriages, and the third is a 
biplane, modelled on the mail carrier, which 
was built to Air Ministry order last year. 
One of the monoplanes, which is being buil 
by the Blackourn Company, is especially in 
teresting, as‘its design makes use of two o 
the new sixteen-cylinder, air-cooled, ‘‘H 
shaped engines, developing 505 horse-power.

Of course, the 
bigger demand for ice cream has resulted in 
extending the market for milk, and the care- 
ful testing of supplies and supervision in 
manufacture which is exercised in the big 
Irish dairies which specialise in this con- 
fection ensures that ice cream consumers in 
this country are getting a pure and nutritive 
milk food. 

This is what a Medical Officer of Health 
has to say about it: ‘‘Ice cream has long 
ceased to be merely a sweet. . By many it 
is regarded quite seriously as an article ol 
diet, in the nature of a milk pudding. To Le 
used in such a way it is most important that 
the article should really be nourishing, and 
also that it should be harmless. There is no 
reason whatever why it should ever be any-

Rome, when luxurious persons had snow 
brought down from the mountain tops to 
cool their dessert or their wine, and stored 
ice, gathered in winter, in specially con- 
structed vaults, where it would keep solid 
until it was required in the hot weather. The 
same methods held until the artificial manu- 
facture of ice was discOvered not much more 
than fifty years ago. This led to the cheap 
production of what hitherto had been the 
monopuly of the rich and powerful only. 

“The ice cream trade became at first largely 
associated in these islands with Italians 
of the poorer and more ignorant classes, and 
many such have made fortunes from their 
hawkers’ barrows. Medical officers of health, 
in their work of searching out the causes of 
cutbreaks of typhoid and cther diseases, began 
to suspect that ice cream was the carrier of the 
original infection in some of these cases. Un 
investigating. the mode of manufacture of 
the ‘luxury,’ they discovered that all sorts 
of well-nigh incredible horrors were being 
perpetrated, often quite innocently, by the 
primitive people engaged in the business. 
These discoveries were made much more 
rapidly and frequently in America, for, owing 
to the long, hot, summers there, infection 
arose much more overwhelmingly. Except for 
an individual medical officer of health here 
suil and there, little or nothing has been done in 
Great Britain to regulate the trade of making 
and selling ice cream, whereas it is strictly 
controlled in nearly every town in the 
Eastern States of America. 


WAYS OF . INFECTION. 


“There are various ways in which in- 
fective material can get into ice cream.

Twenty 
years ago both. the barrow and 
the small shop purveyeu its delicacies in (or 
rather on. for they had almost no hollow) 
small, thick glasses of brilliant colour, usually 
without spoons: The glasses were licked 
clean. Then appeared the ‘cornet’ and 
the ‘sandwich,’ a great improvement on 
the glass, but liable to much undesirable 
handling and exposure to street dust.

I myself would most cheerfully, 
and without fee, pension, emolument or 
hope, resign the office which I hold, if by 
doing so I could in any way contribute to 
the union of my -brethren and happiness 
of my country.” ‘The time is favour- 
able,” he added, “ for the Government is 
powerful and at peace; the Pope is power- 
less and anxious to conciliate,’’ and he 
suggested that the Crown should summon 
a conference of Protestant and Catholic 
divines of “learning anil! conciliatory 
character.’ Thomas Newenhrm. the author 
of the valuable '“ View of Ireland,” wrote 
to the bishops urging the appointment of 
the suggested commission; but, as Dr. 
Doyle felt that the initiative should come 
from the Pope and the British Govern- 
ment, he dropped the scheme. The opposi- 
tion of his fellow-prelates made him 
exclaim: ‘‘It can only be consummated 
by a miracle of God,” In his letter on 
Christian union he made one prophecy 
which in the course of time was fulfilled 
to the letter. ‘‘If a rebellion,’ he wrote, 
' were raging from Carrickfergus to Cape 
Clear, no sentence of excommunication 
would ever be fulminated by a Catholic 
prelate; or, if fulminated, it would fall, 
as Grattan once said of British supremacy, 
“like a spent thunderbolt.” 


Proft from Fruit. 


I happened to meet recently a man who ; 


told me of rather an unusual investment he 
had made. It was a small fruit farm in 
South Africa, from which he draws a 
regular income, although he has never seen 
his property. The plot was sold to him 
about twelve years ago by a syndicate, who 
look after the management and remit the 
profits, after deducting their expenses and 
the cost of upkeep. Of course, South Africa 
has a oóosáis ACC Ri advantage over Ireland 
in the preponderance of sunlight, which is 
so important in fruit-growing. Neverthe- 
less, it is well known that ordinary cooking 
apples grown in Ireland can hardly be 
excelled in quality, and Irish dessert 
apples during their short season come very 
close to .the American and Canadian 
varieties. Strawberries and cherries, also, 
could be grown more extensively than they 
are at present, and there is no reason why 
the South African. method should not be 
repeated here, especially on the rich, sandy 
soil of the eastern coastal districts, 
<nockmaroon was at one time famous for 
its strawberries, but the industry began 
to decline when the resort was most 
popular, and there may have been some 
‘ustification for the tales that used to be 
‘old of mysterious drays passing through 
‘hapelizod in the dead of night, bringing 
trawberries to the ‘‘ Strawberry Beds.”’

THREAT TO BATHING 
RESORTS. 


s--——— 


HE Committee of the Ivish Society for 
fi Protection Birds have thought it 
their duty to lay before the Minister for 

ludustry and Commerce--and believe that 
they should also bring te the notice of the 
public—the information they have received 
from a number of light-keepers as to the 
terrible damage inflicted on sea-birds by the 
presence of floating oil. 

This evil is experienced on nearly all parts 
of the Insh coast, but the worst reports 
relate to the southern half of the Channel 
and the Irish Sea, from Cork and Waterford 
northwards to Dublin Bay. 3 

“For four years,” writes the Principal 
Keeper at’ Drogheda North Lighthouse (W. 
Higginbotham), ‘‘I was stationed at Hook 
Tower, Co. Wexford, and every year thou- 
sands upon thousands of birds—razorbills, 
guillemots, and puffins—-came ashore com- 
pletely powerless, covered with thick, dirty 
oil—in fact, it resembled tar. This renders 
them unable to fly or to diye for their food, 
and they arrive, as stated, in thousands, 
scramble on to the rocks, and die of hunger. 
I have also noticed birds in the same cond- 
tion at Valencia Island (Co. Kerry) and 
Howth Baily (Dublin).”’ 


AT DUN LAOGHAIRE. | 

At Dún Laoghaire Kast Pier Station the 
Principal Keeper (Martin Kennedy) reports 
large numbers of birds as suffermyg a like 
fate. '' During the past month (he writes 
ou April 8th, 1934) forty or fifty have been 
seen either dead or dying. Im fact, only 
yesterday 1 killed two razerbills to put them 
out of pain.’ 

At Hook Tower the Principal Keeper (P. 
McCann) has been resident only three months, 
but gathers through his-inguiries that ''on 
the S.W. side of this station, from Hook to 
Dungannon, there were eighteen months ago 
hundreds of sea-pies (oyster-catchers) strewn 
along the shores from oil-pollution.’’ From a 
former light-keeper at the same station (P. 
Corish, now principal keeper at Galley Head, 
Co. Cork) come two letters :— 

“I do not at this station (Galley Head) 
notice many birds smeared.with oil, but round 
from Hook, up Channel past Tuskar, | had 
longer experience, and saw always quile a 
number of birds not able to dive, as they 
were matted with the tarry oil, Up along 
from Coningbeg, past Tuskar, | have often 
seen dozens in the day ruined, I have taken 
them up and washed them with paraflin; 1 
cleared the dirty substance from the pool 
little creatures for a time, but they would 
not be long out till smeared again, The 
reason, so far as 1 can see, for the huge 
quantity destroyed is—along the tide-way up 
the Channel this exhaust is always working 
up and down, up one tide and down again, 
and always being added to. It 1s worse In 
the dead calm weather; nothing to break 
away the rift. Generally after a good strong 
blow you would notice the clean water, and, 
in fact, by the noise from the sea-fow! you 
would think they were rejoicing for the

Searcitv of fish, from the same cause, is 
attested by many of the light-keepers, ol 
whom only one need be quoted. 

“From long experience,’ writes. the 
principal keeper at Dungarvan (C, Higgin- 
botham), “I notice that fish and birds have 
become almost extinct in this harbour, There

There are only a few now. As regards fish, 
the harbour was considered one of the best 
in Ireland.

In addition to the light-keepers’ reports, par- 
ticulars have been received from Mr. N. J. 
Kelly, of Rosslare Strand Hotel, of a heavy 
visitation of this poisonous substance, which 
struck the Wexford coast (as reported in 'some ot 
the local papers) during the third week of 
April last,/with fata} results in the immediate 
neighbourhéod of Rosslare to at least 150 
euillemots, ragorbillg, and puffins, while even 
same gannets suffered. . Mr, Kelly has: sup- 
plied the Committee with a sample of the tar- 
like stuff which was floating about Wexford 
‘Bay during the easterly gale then prevailing, 
and this has been identified in the Dublin 
Museum as heavy diesel oil, Such oil, o1 
course, could not legally be discharged from 
any ships within lees miles of the Irish 
coast; but it is impossible to say from “what 
distance it may have been brought. 


MENACE TO HEALTH. 
While the damage to bird-life proved by 
these records would suffice to evoke a strong 
protest from the Society for the Protection 
of Birds, it is impossible to leave out of sight 
at the same time the grave menace to the 
health and comfort of the human community 
which this constant pollution cf our seaside 
resorts is known to entail. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that the prosperity of bathing 
resorts is being ruined by the tar-like stuff 
that makes swimming, and even boating, im- 
possible where it prevails. All lovers of out- 
door recreation should surely support the 
Committee in urging upon the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce the putting forth of 
his utmost powers under the ‘Oil in Navig- 
able Waters Act” to keep our seas free from 
this invasion. It seems, however, clear that 
no exercise of these powers can work a com- 
plete cure, and that international co-opera- 
tion is the sole adequate safeguard. The use 
of separators, whose function is to free from 
oil any liquid that has to be discharged at 
sea, should be made compulsory on all oil- 
burning vessels; and unless public pressure 
can secure — through the League of 
Nations of otherwise — the adoption 
of this resource, the time can- 
not be far distant when we shall have to 
mourn that our guillemots, razorbills and 
puffins have followed their relative, the great 
auk, into final extinction.

REPORT FOR MAY. 


_ The report of the Irish Rainfall Association 
for May, 1934, issued from Ballinamona, 
Cashel, County Tipperary, is as follows :— 
This was a very dry month on the whole, 
but also extreme! changeable, It was gene- 
rally warm at the beginning and end, but 
cold in the middle, and the total rainfall was 
not much below: average. A severe gale on 
the 6th blew: down many trees in districts, 
and a sharp frost on the night of the 16th 
did much damage to crops, chiefly potatoes. 
On the 18th the Galtee Mountains were 
thickly covered with snow, while a good deal 
lay on the higher parts of the Wicklow 
Mountains. It was a good month for agri- 
culture, but water supplies were fast diminish- 
ing at the end. The highest rainfall was at 
Delphi, Co, Mayo, and the lowest at Roscrea 
and Dublin (Phoenix Park). The highest 
daily records were 1.66 ins. on the 15th at 
Delp'i, and on the 17th 1.42 ins. at Water- 
ford, and 1.35 ins, at Dunmanw Tempera- 
tures varied from ól degrees to 75 degrees, 
while sunshine was about average. Hail and 
thunder were recorded from several places.

Although his family 
originally was Swedish, through marriage, 
his ancestry is preponderatingly English, 
and it was with Stanford that he studied 
for composition. | 
Holst’s first published work appeared 
in 1895, but the best known of his early 
works is the Ballet Suite of 1900, with 
which the orchestra opens the concert.

The 
same honour was accorded to the prayer as 
was accorded to the Hallelujah chorus, and 
with far greater reason. 

He did not know, he said, how the custom 
began, but its meaning was always clear. 
It was a standing to attention for the national 
anthem of their faith—an acknowledgment 
that the Lord’s Prayer was the greatest say- 
ing ever uttered, He thought that that was 
true.

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| Government was in office he had not used the 
money for political espionage. There was the 
| Harding case, and that of the unfortunate 
boy, Carroll, which were still fresh in the 
public mind. That showed how the vote was 
used in years gone by. He would like to 
make it qmte clear that when people came 
in to them and said that, as members of the 
Leagúe of Youth movement, they had been 
asked to join a reprisals gang in this country, 
they would first of all persuade them that it 
was their duty to go and disclose the facts 
which they alleged they had in their posses- 
sion to the police and the people responsible 
for the administration of the law. Nobody 
wanted to see a reprisal gang in this country. 
They had had enough of political murder and 
political assassination in this country. 

They were not fools, and when they saw 
occasionally within the precincts of Merrion 
street a man who only five years ago (and 
until the present Government came into 
office) was a fugitive from justice, coming 
out of the Cumann na nGaedheal rooms—did 
they think that they were fools? 

The SPEAKER—I do not sée how that 
arises, . get 

Mr. MULCAHY—He must be giving him 
money. 

Mr. MacENTEE—We did not give James 
Murray any money, but there are people in 
this House who did. When we see this sort 
of thing; when we see members of the old 
murder gang walking around, we are not 
going to be fooled. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S DUTY. 

When they felt, he continued, that 1t was 
necessary for the security of the State they 
would use the secret service money. They 
would rather that any person who had any 
information concerning subversive influences 
and organisations would convey that infor- 
mation to the authorities. They were en- 
titled to receive it as a matter of civic duty 
and civic responsibility. But if a person 
came ir to them and told them that he was 
a member of the League of Youth; that he 
had been asked to join a reprisal gang that 
would be armed with batons and revol- 
vers——. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that it was evident 
that the Minister was enceavouring to get 
people of that sort. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that they read in 
the official organ of the Opposition that it 
was their object to Luild up an intelligence 
department in the country, and it was the 
duty of the Government, charged with the 
preservation of the public peace, the main- 
tenance of order and ‘the protection of 
citizens, to see that, if they could not get 
information voluntarily, they would get it 
by some way or another. They wanted to 
see that they would be as well informed as 
the leader of the Opposition Party, General 
O'Duffy, who said that he knew what was 
going on in the public service and other 
organisations in the country. He guaranteed 
that the money would be spent in the way 
for which it was provided. 


QUESTION AT ISSUE. 

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.I., Roscommon) 
said that the question was whether espionage, 
which he thought that secret service implied, 
was directed against political opponents 
because they were political opponents, or 
whether it was directed against people who 
threatened the peace and security of the 
State. ‘I'he Minister had insinuated that 
certain citizens had been coming to him or 
to some of his friends and informing them 
that they were invited to join a reprisals gang 
within the League of Youth, and that they 
advised them to go and give that information 
to the police. If the Minister was referring 
to the author of the document, an attempt 
to read which had been made in the House 
the previous night, he might consider that, 
even putting the best face on the matter from 
his own point of view, the conclusion he 
should reach would be that the person who 
came to. him with that sort of information 
was not a person to be trusted when he saw 
that such a person went out afterwards and 
made a statement that was, in fact, a con- 
tradiction to the statement the 
alleged he made to somebody on his own 
side. 

Mr. MacKNTEE—I would like to put this 
question to the deputy: Which version of 
the statement made by that man would the 
deputy believe ? 

Mr. MacDERMOT—I am not in the 
position to form anv opinion on that subject, 
| never having seen the man, and never having 
read either version. But I do sav this, that 
the members of the present Government 
have shown over and over again their eager- 
ness, their childish, and at the same time, 
malicious eagerness to grasp at any straw. 
to take hold of any discreditable piece of 
information, that they hoped will do damage 
to the Opposition, and they show very little 
Kim to examine the question of the 
authenticity of certain information. 


AFRAID TO STRIKE. 


He went on to suggest that if the Govern- 
ment wished to preserve the peace of the 
country or to preserve even thé decenciés of 
public life they would do well to take at their 
face value the declarations of General 
O'Duffy. and thev would do well, however 
sceptical they might profess themselves to be, 
to test the truth and value of those stories 
by giving him information of that kind and 
letting him examine into the question of 
whether there was anything going on that 
ought to be stopped. His own belief was 
that the Government were not really. con- 
vinced by these stories that reached them; 
that they were willing to wound but half 
afraid to strike; that they half believed the 
stories, but: that they did not want to follow 
any course that would really put the accuracy 
of the stories to the test. e had tried to 
look at the matter impartially, but he had 
the impression that this Secret Service money 
was being thoroughly badly spent. He 
thought that the Government ought to accept 
the point of view that they were all equally 
interested in maintaining the peace and 
security of the population, interested in main- 
taining the authority and dignity of the 
State, and that they were all willing to co- 
operate ery any sinister or underground 
activities that ent be going on. 

As it was, he honestly felt that there was 
no alternative for anyone who was un- 
prejudiced in the House except to oppose the 
granting of the money which was being 
asked for in the estimate.

_He said that he wanted to deny the in- 
sinuations made by Deputy Cosgrave. Jt 
was uncalled for that Deputy Cosgrave should 
suggest that members of the Labour Party 
attended that meeting for espionage purposes 
to find out why the money was paid out, He 
had meiely risen to contradict the statement 
that Deputy O'Connell had asked for the 
information to find out what individuals the 
money was being paid to and for what 
purpose, 

Mr, COSGRAVE said that he could answer 
every single one of those statements, and 
brand the deputy and his party as disturbers 
of the peace, but he was not going to dra 
other persons into the responsibility in whic 
his position was put before those parties at 
the time. He absolutely declined to defend 
himself and make other parties responsible. 
He was taking the whole thing on his own 
shoulders— it was not his responsibility, but 
he was prepared to bear it. 


SUBVERSIVE ORGANISATIONS, 

Mr. FITZGERALD (U.1, Carlow-Kil- 
kenny) said that the Ministers. of the Govern- 
ment did not necessarily know how this 
money on Secret Service was spent. So far as 
he knew, no one was ever commussionéd by 
the previous Government or by any ‘Govern- 
ment to try and get people to break the law 
and commit perjury. ‘lhey knew that now, 
more than ever before, there was in this 
vountry strong organisations which believed 
in methods of murder and the corruption of 
justice by perjury, and they knew that the 
Minister for Justice assured these people that 
he understood them and had more sympathy 
with them than most people. It was the sym- 
pathy of co-naturality. The so-called Minister 
for Justice—— 

The SPEAKER, intervened to say that the 
Minister for Justice must not be referred to 
as the ‘‘ so-called Minister for Justice.”’ 

Mr. FITZGERALD—He holds the office, 
and | am interested in justice and not in the 
uffice. 

The SPEAKER said that the administra- 
tion of the Minister for Justice could not be 
uiscusséd on the vote for Secret Service. The 
vote had been moved by the Minister for 
Finance. 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr, Mac- 
Entee) said that he was entirely responsible 
tor the money, and no money would be spent 
unless he was personally satisfied. 

Mr. FITZGERALD asked was it not the 
fact that most of the money was expended 
through the Minister for Justice. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that on that assump- 
tion they could discuss the administration of 
anv of the other departments. 

The SPEAKER said that they could only 
discuss the Ministry of Justice in so far as it 
concerned this vote, but Deputy FitzGerald 
was’ proceeding to discuss the administration 
of the whole enartanent | 


DAIL'S RIGHT DENIED. 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that he was not 
discussing the administration of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. This money, they took 1t, 
was being voted for the purpose of getting 
information: for the good of the State and 
for the putting down of forces which would 
be inimical to the welfare of the State. They 
had to consider, therefore, whether it was 
being used for that purpose. They bad im 
this country an organisation whose declared 
policy was the overthrow of the State and 
which denied the right of that Dail to exist, 
and which insisted that there was some 
hidden body which was the legitimate 
authority and had power of life and death 
in ‘the country. Yet people who asked them 
to vote this money said that they had se 
pathy with those people outside. The G.H.Q. 
of the 1.R.A. were well known; they held 
meetings, and the Government refused to 
make the law operative against such people, 
who were seeking to overthrow the State, 
and they had the Minister for Justice saying 
they should support Fianna Fail, because, if 
another Government got into power, it would 
support law and order, and that the 1.R.A. 
would be mopped up in twenty-four hours. 
Normally, he would agree with increasing ‘the 
vote to £25.00C, because the growth of 
criminal organisations and subversive 
organisations had made it twice as necessary 
as before. If the Government had any in 
formation about the Blue Shirts, or with 
regard to individual members of it who were 
committing offences, they had ample powers 
to bring them to justice, and, so far as he 
was personally concernec, if he had any in- 
formation that the Blue Shirt organisation 
was out for the overthrow of the State, he 
would regard it as his duty to place that 
information in the possession of the Govern- 
ment. 

The Opposition ventured to disagree with 
the Government, but the Minister for Finance 
considered that. identical with the people who 
went out with guns to shoot and murder 
people for the purpose of. overthrowing the 


State. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
INTERVENES. 

Dr. T. F. O'HIGGINS (U.I., Leix-Offaly) 
said that the previous night the Minister for 
Finance worked himself into an artificial white 
heat of indignation about the introduction 
into the debate of the name of a man who 
was not a member of the House. He wondered 
would the Minister begin to practice what 
he preached. The Minister was the worst 
offender in that respect. They had pathetic 
evidence as to how this money was to be used. 
It would be used on evidence such as manu- 
scripts that were spurned and rejected not 
only by experts, but by laymen. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL (Mr. Conor 
Maguire) said that the deputy was referrin 
to a certain case which should not be referre 
to as it was before the Courts. 

The SPEAKER—No case which is sud- 
judice should be referred to here. 

Dr. O’HIGGINS—I am not referring to any 
case that is sub-judice. I am referring to a 
case in which judgment has been given—I am 
referring to the Hu hes case. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that case 
was 8ub-judice, as there were Court proceed- 
ings pending. He was quite prepared to dis- 
cuss the case when the proper occasion arose, 
but he did not think it was in the interests 
of the Opposition or the Government or, par- 
ticularly, the man most concerned—— 

Dr, O’HIGGINS—I don’t know who is the 
man most concerned, unless it is the Attorney- 
General himself. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that two 
or three insinuations had been made against 
him. He thought the case should be dis- 
cussed in full, and he would be glad to do so 
when it was not sub-judice. 

Dr. O'HIGGINS said that never before in 
the history of the House had the Secret Ser- 
vice vote been increased. It was now bein 
increased by 150 per cent., and he “i 
to state in the plainest possible manner that 
it would be spent on evidence and doeuments 
such as were thrown out of Court in the 
Hughes case. The vote was being increased 
to provide the type of evidence that was 
being given in the courts recently. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL (to the 
Speaker)--The Deputy is deliberately defying 
your ruling. ' 
Dr. O'HIGGINS said that he had the 
highest respect, for the office of the Attorney- 
General, and he would like to see its ad- 
ministration respected. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL—You have a 
very peculiar way of showing it. 


THE BLUE SHIRTS. 

Dr. O HIGGINS said that it might be 
peculiar, but it was an honest way. They 
had hints from the Minister for Finance that 
this money was to be spent on spying on the | 
Blue Shirts. Had the Blue Shirts not given 
enough proof of their desire to live within 
the law to be saved from the expenditure of 
money on them by way of agents-prevocateur?

MINISTER’S REPLY. 


WHY MORE MONEY WAS 


ASKED. 


Mr. MacENTEE said that possibly the 
manner in which Secret Service funds were 
used in this country was less objectionable 
than in most countries. While the details of 
expenditure were not certified by the Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General, nevertheless a 
very specific certificate had to be given by 
the Minister directly responsible for the ex- 
penditure of the money as to the manner in 
which it was expended. The last Govern- 
ment had succeeded in reducing the money 
up to the vear 1931-32, and when the present 
Government canie into office they were even 
more averse than their predecessors to spend 
money on services of that kmd They had 
in the year 1932-33 reduced it to £950, and 
possibly could have reduced it further if it 
were not for the fact that they saw growing 
up a movement of a militaristic type, in 
which men banded themselves together as an 
army, and it was obvious from pro- 
nouncements made by some of the people 
responsible for the movement that 
ultimately they were going to rely not 
on the suffrages of the people, but upon 
their combined and organised force to give 
them power in this country. The people who 
were responsible for that movement incited 
their followers to fit themselves for opera- 
tions as soldiers. They organised an intelli- 
gence service which would cover every field 
of life in the country, extending even into the 
ranks of public servants. Documents came 
into the possession of the Minister for Jus- 
tice, and were on the records of the House, 
establishimg that fact. 

The organisation supported by the Opposi- 
tion had drawn the cloak of constitutional- 
ism over its militaristic appearance, but the 
organisation was only a cover for a secret 
society, and it had been shown clearly before 
the Courts that in that organisation there 
were a great number of members in posses- 
sion of arms. A considerable quantity of 
arms had been taken from Templemore——

HEAVY DAMAGES FOR 
LIBEL. 


N the libel action brought by Mr. Steuart 
| Wilson, the well-known tenor singer, 
against the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration and Mr. M. A, Wheatleigh, a special 


jury, in the King’s Bench Division, London, 


him £2,000 damages against the British 
Broadcasting Corporation and Mr. Wheatleigh 
jointly, for the publication of the libel in the 
Radio Times, and £100. against Mr. 
Wheatleigh separately for the libel’s pub- 
lication to the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion. 3 
Lord Hewart entered judgment against both 
defendants, with costs, and he granted a stay 
of execution on the usual terms, so that 
couusel for the defendants might consider the 
question of an appeal. 

The ground of action was a criticism, pnb 
lished in the Radio Times, of Mr. Steuart 
Wilson’s singing as the narrator in Bach’s 
‘* Passion ” at a concert given in the Queen’s 
Hall in April, 1933, which was broadcast by 
the B.B.C. The criticism was written by 
Mr. Wheatleigh, and Mr. Wilson alleged 
that in it he was accused of using “' the 
intrusive H” so frequently that its use 
marred the performance. It also was alleged 
that his use of “the intrusive H’’ was due 


Mr, Wilson said, injured him in his profes- 
sion. 

The defendants pleaded fair comment on a 
matter of public interest. 

Lord Hewart, in summing up, urged the 
jury to consider well what the appropriate 
damages should be, if damages were awarded, 
and to give Mr. Wilson a sum which was 
moderate and reasonable. It would be a crue! 
kindness to him to award him an excessive 
sum. 

'“ Great latitude must be given to opinion 
and prejudice,’’ continued Lord MHewart. 
‘‘Mere exaggeration, or even gross exaggera 
tion, does not necessarily make a comment 
unfair. A critic can use ridicule, sarcasm and 
irony as weapons so long as he does not use 
them unfairly.” 

Lord Hewart added that there did not seem 
to be the. slightest suggestion of malice 
against either the BBC or Mr. Wheat- 
leigh. ‘‘ But,” he said, ‘‘no fair comment 
can exist upon a foundation consisting of un. 
true allegations of fact.” . 7 

The jury found as stated above. Mr.

PRIME MINISTER'S

In the House of Commons yesterday, Sir 


Henry Page Croft (Conservative) asked 
the Prime Minister whether his attention 


had been drawn to the fact that in 1935, 
after taking all factors i“t account, there 
was an estimated adverse balance of pay- 
ment of £4,000,000, and that during the 
frst five months of 1934 the adverse 
balance of visible trade had increased by 
£18,689,000, due to large increases in the 
imports of manufactured articles, as well 
as of raw materials, which the increased 
export of manufactures had been insuffi- 
cient to counterbalance; and, as the crisis 
of August, 1931, was largely due to an 
adverse balance of payments, whether he 
could arrange for the problem to be con- 
sidered by the Economic Advisory Council 
with a view to early measures to avert the 
risk of a further crisis. 

The Prime Minister replied that the 
excess of imports over exports ol 
merchandise during the first five months 
of this year was eighteen point seven 
millions greater than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1933, due mainly to in- 
creased imports of materials for industry, 
frequently at enhanced prices. These 
movements in trade were being closely 
studied. He had roted the suggestion in 
the last part of Sir Henry’s question.

When introduciug a vote of £10.000 in 
connection with the Drumm Battery 
Research Work grant in aid, in the Dail 
last night Mr. Lemass, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, said that the 
purpose of the vote was to enable develop- 
ment work to be continued. 

The sole reason why they were proceeá- 
ing with the invention was that it had 
considerable commercial possibilities, and 
when the stage was reached in which com- 
mercial exploitation became possible the 
State would get an adequate return on the 
money which it was at present expending. 
The money required for the present year 
was for the completion of research work 
on which experts were engaged. 

They were completing a system of patents 
which was necessary to protect their rights 
in other countries, to continue the opera- 
tion of the Drumm trains numbers 1 and 
2, and to provide for the working out ol 
the factory processes. : 

Experiments were being carried out in 
connection with a ‘bus lighting battery, 
a train lighting battery and a Diesel light- 
ing battery. There had been a certain 
number of inquiries from abroad and very 
exhaustive tests had been carried out under 
the direction of a firm of transport 
engineers, who were advising the company 
concerning the battery. The company 
hoped to be able to complete their develop- 
ments during the course of this season, in 
which case the question of the manner of 
control in the future and the procedure 
for advancing activities would arise for 
consideration. — 

It was inevitable that at some stage the 
property would be placed in charge of an 
organisation that would have a much 
closer relationship to a large commercial 
organisation than the present company. 
At some stage it would be necessary to 
provide capital in the ordinary way, and 
if possible that stage would be reached in 
the present year. 

Replying to Mr. Belton, the Minister 
said that in return for monopoly rights 
over a number of years they were reveal- 
ing the secret of invention.

The text of the bill to deal with 
Germany’s failure to pay interest on 
national loans, which was issued to- 
day, was accompanied by a financial 
memorandum stating that the cost of 
administering a clearing office is estimated 
to cost abont £75,000 a year, and ought to 
be covered by a fee of a half per cent., if 


both United Kingdom export trade and 


financial claims are brought within the 
clearing system. The fact that the new 


bill empowers the British Government, for 


the first time, to impose quotas on manu- 
factured goods coming into its markets 
came as a surprise to many members of 
the House of Commons to-day. The Govern- 
ment hitherto has had power to impose 
quotas on agricultural products and on 
cotton goods entering colonial markets, but 
has been able to meet foreign discrimina- 
tion only by the use of retaliatory duties. 
If the bill passes into law, it will be able 
to impose any restriction that it may deem 
desirable. These powers will be a usefu! 
weapon in trade negotiations, and would 
have been welcome in some of the recent 
discussions with foreign countries on trad 
agreements. In this connection the Nether 
lands will be the next country to discuss 
trade questions, and already they are pro 
posing to enforce discriminatory cuts 
textile quotas. Once the new bill, however 
is passed, the Board of Trade will ha’ 
something with which to oppose such 
step.

Jam O’BRIEN, Chairman, who had with 


him Messrs. Sheehan and _ Keadv, 

Assessors, sitting as the Railway Tribunal 
in the Four Courts yesterday, heard further 
evidence regarding the Great Southern Raul- 
ways Superannuation Scheme. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C.; Mr. E. J.-Keily, K.C., 
and Mr. J. Healy (instructed by Mr. J. J. 
McDonald), appeared for the G.S: Railways; 
Mr. Carson, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
Hayes and Son), for the L.S.L.E. and F.; Mr. 
Gavan Duffy, K.C. (instructed by Mr. Joseph 
Gleeson) for the N.U.R.; Mr. R. J. McLough- 
lin for the Federation of Irish Rail and Road 
Workers.

IN PURSUIT OF 
BLUE SHIRTS. 


STORY. OF DAME 
STREET CHASE.

last Sunday, when a crowd of two 
hundred people chased a tram on 
which were nine Blue Shirts had a sequel in 
the Dublin District Court yesterday. 
District Justice O'Sullivan had before him 
a man charged on several counts, one of 
which was the possession of a sword with 
intent to commit a felony. After hearing 
several witnesses, he refused informations on 
the sword charge and dismissed . others, 
remarking that it seemed an extraordinary 
thing that, while the man was charged, not 
one of a ‘‘ murderous crowd” of two 
hundred people who had chased him should 
be charged. 

Anthony Monaghan (21), St. Benedict’s 
Gardens, North Circular road, Dublin, a 
member of the League of Youth, was charged 
with the possession of a sword with intent 
to commit a felony, with assaulting an un- 
known man, with assaulting Guard Forde, 
and with using threatening and abusive 
language with intent to provoke a breach of 
the peace. 

The charges arose out of a series of assaults 
on Blue Shirts in Dublin on Sunday night. 
The accused man, with nine others, was on 
top of an Inchicore tram, which was followed 
along Dame street by a _ hostile crowd 
numbering about two hundred. At Dublin 
Castle police officers boarded the tram and 
arrested the accused man in consequence of 
complaints of the’ crowd that Monaghan was 
armed with a sword. 


MEN RUNNING, 


Guard T. Forde said that on, Sunday night, 
about 10.20, he saw six or seven men running 
towards a stationary tram at College Green. 
They were wearing blue shirts, and were 
followed by a crowd of about two hundred. 
When the men wearing blue shirts got on the 
tram the crowd began to shout, ‘‘ Take the 
sword off that man,’’ and witness saw a man 
on top of the tram holding up a sword. 
Witness got on the tram, which started in the 
direction of the Castle. The crowd ran after 
the tram until it reached the Castle gate. 
Witness sent for assistance, and ten plain 
clothes Guards arrived. Witness went on 
top of the tram and asked defendant for the 
sword and where he got it. The man <aid 
he had been attendieng a meeting in Mul- 
lingar addressed by General O’Duffy; that 
the Superintendent of the Guards took the 
sword from a man there. and he got it after- 
wards. The other men in blue shirts told 
defendant to go quietly, as “ Forde was all 
right.”’ As defendant was being taken to the 
Castle he struck a man in the crowd. 
Cross-examined by Mr. P. F. O'Reilly. 
solicitor for the defendant, witness said that 
he was about twenty yards distant when he 
first saw the incident. 

Mr. O’Sullivan, D.J.—Suppose the crowd 
was running after you, do you think they 
would have struck you, or do you think they 
would have inquired about your health or 
would have stood vou a drink? 

Witness—I think they would have attacked 
this man. 

Mr, O’Railly—Don’t you know they would 
have murdered him? 

Witness—Thev would have assaulted him. 
Don’t you know that Blue Shirts have been 
assaulted and left for dead on the streets of 
Dublin? Did you make any attempt to deal 
with this crowd ? 

Witness—I kept the crowd back. 


HOSTILE CROWD. 


Witness said that the attitude of the crowd 
was hostile, and he told the other men in 
blue shirts he woula bring them into the 
Castle for safety. Defendant took up the 
attitude that he would rot go and became 
very violent. The others advised defendant 
to go quietly. 

The District Justice said that he had 
looked up the matter of the charge in con- 
nection with the sword since the case was 
before the Court oh Monday, and found there 
were two sections under which he could be 
charged. One was for being armed to the 
terror of the subjects, and the other was for 
being in possession of a weapon with intent 
te commit a felony. 

Mr. O’Reilly—This man did not do any- 
thing with the sword? 

Witness—No. 

Why didn't you arrest the other people ?— 
They did not interfere; only the man with 
the sword. 

Why did you single this man out ?—Be- 
cause I thought he was responsible. 

Witness said defendant was _ brandishing 
the sword, though there was no one in 
striking distance, but denied that a number 
of persons tried to strike defendant. They 
would, however, have assauited him but for 
the presence of the Guards. 

Detective Officer Coghlan said that abont 
200 people were shouting at a man on top 
of the tram. When Guard Forde came down 
the steps of the tram witness told defendant 
he would have to come to the Castle, and 
defendant pushed him back and said: ‘‘ Get 
back you Broy Harrier.’’ Other Blue Shirts 
said: ‘‘He is not a Broy Harrier.’’ Defen- 
dant sat down in the tram and kicked up 
his legs. The others told him not to kick 
up a row. On the way to the Castle de- 
fendant struck a man with his hand: The 
erowd was angry and shouting and rushed 
the Castle gates after the police and Blue 
Shirts got inside, but the gates were closed. 


MULLINGAR MEETING. 


J) Missi: Sunday, in Dame street, Dui lin, 


from a meeting in Mullingar, and as they 
were coming down O'Connell street they were 
followed by a big crowd, which was joined 
at Talbot street by another crowd which 
had ‘‘beaten up ” a Blue Shirt and two 
girls.. Witness and his companions continued 
to College Green, where they boarded a tram. 
The crowd pulled the trolley off the wire, 
and the driver had difficulty in starting. 
Witness said he had a sword. It was cap- 
tured from a crowd in Mullingar interrupt- 
ing General O’Duffy’s meeting. He had the 
sword down the leg of his trousers, and 
when he got on the tram he had to take it 
out to sit down. That was the first time 
he produced the sword. Some time ago, he 
said, he was caught at Gardiner’s row and 
badly assaulted w men with batons and 
pokers, and as a result was in hospital twelve 
days. Nobody was charged by the police 
in connection with that incident. He did 
not remember assaulting Guard Forde. When 
being brought into the Castle by Guard 
Forde a man in the crowd tried to strike 
him with a baton, and witness struck him 
with his fist. 

Mr. O’Sullivan said that he would refuse 
informations on a charge of being armed 
with a weapon. On the charge of assaulting 
an unknown man, he was satisfied that the 
man was portion of a murderous crowd at- 
tempting to assault the accused man, ard 
Monaghan acted in self-defence. He dis- 
missed the other charges, remarking that it 
seemed an extraordinary thing to him that 
a man pursued by a murderous crowd of 
some hundreds should be charged there and 
that none of that crowd was charged. 
Inspector Curran asked that an order be 
made in regard to the sword, and Mr. 
O'Reilly, solicitor, asked for its custody. 

Mr. O'Sullivan said that he would make 
no order. ‘‘If,’’ he said, “some of those
